Upland City Councilman Bill 
Bottin has called for a town hall 
meeting within a month to gain 
citizen input on the future course of 
Upland. 

Other councilmembers have 
endorsed the need for citizen 
involvement in city affairs but some 
expressed reservations that many 
citizens would take advantage of a 
general town hall meeting to 
communicate their views to the 
council. 

In calling for the meeting, Bottin 
said, ‘‘Council actions affect the 
community fo r a good number of 


years. Despite the fact that these 
matters are of vital concern, we on 
the council have too often had to act 
without benefit of citizen 
involvement’? except for special 
interests. 

A town meeting structured to 
“touch on vital matters” would give 
the council current knowledge of 
citizens’ views, Bottin said and 
called the town hall meeting ‘‘one of 
the best ways I can think of to honor 
our country’s 200th birthday.”’ 


The council supported the general 
concept of a town hall meeting and 


requested Bottin to work with the 
city staff in formulating a format 
and an agenda. 


But both Mayor pro tem John 
McCarthy and Councilman Hal 
Bailin warned that a vague topic 
would defeat the purpose of the 
meeting. 


Bottin had suggested a member of 
each city department could make a 
brief presentation, but Bailin noted 
the difficulty of accomplishing very 
much in a short period of time and 
added that presentations by each 
department would fill an evening 


leaving little time for citizen 
response. 


Mayor George Gibson commented 
on the difficulty of getting people to 
attend the proposed meeting and 
recalled a 1972 town hall meeting at 
which the city staff making 
presentations almost outnumbered 
the citizens. 


‘I would hope the attitudes of the 
community have changed and 
people would attend,” McCarthy 
said and added, ‘‘The council is 
always looking for guidance but 
nobody seems to care unless it 


affects their own neighborhood.” 


He suggested splitting the town 
hall meetings by section of the city 
since residents in different parts of 
the city have few interests in 
common

But Bottin said the time would be 
minimal if the staff members were 
‘‘aware of the job they should be 
doing. They certainly should be able 
to get up and talk on the spur of the 


moment.’’ 


Bottin concluded that he expected 
the town hall meeting to provide 
some. constructive input for the 
council and to inform citizens about 
problems the city is facing.

More than just a hobby 


Grace Braatz must have been 
born with a wooden spoon in her 
mouth. 

The Uplander’s interest in wooden 
utensils began with a 50-year-old 
wooden potato masher and now she 
has some 250 items hung on peg 
board in her kitchen. 

The collection has practical 
aspects since the modern teflon- 
lined pans are made for use with 
wooden or plastic utensils, but Mrs. 
Braatz used her wooden items even 
before teflon. 

“My mother brought me up on 
wooden spoons and spatulas and now 
1 just wouldn't use anything else. I 
just don’t like the sound or feel of 
metal on metal,” she said. 

Mrs. Braatz has spent 40 years 
collecting her woodenware which 
ranges from spurtles for stirring 
and cookie rollers to butter presses 
and chocolate muddlers. And 
everywhere she goes, she manages 
to find something new. 

One of the recent additions to her 
collection is a wooden ‘‘whip”’ 
similar to a wire whip used for 
whipping eggs or sauces. 

“I was thrilled to find it. It’s a 
real pretty piece,” she said. 

She also finds new uses for old 
pieces, such as the wooden masher 
in the photograph which can be used 
fo press vegetables through a press 
or to form pastry. 

But with all of the interesting 
items in-her collection, she has no 
favorites. ‘“‘Some of the ones I 
inherited from my mother are 
verging on antiques and I treasure 
them particularly,” she said noting 
they are just as good as when her 
mother got them. 

Using different pieces in her 


collection brings back memories of 
her mother or grandmother, or of a 
friend who found the piece for her, 
or a vacation when she picked up the 
piece herself. 

Friends used to bring her pieces 
from all over the nation and foreign 
countries, but now Mrs. Braatz has 
so many her friends don’t know 
what to bring. 

She is constantly on the lookout 
for something to add to her 
collection. ‘‘Prohably because I use 
them all the time, I never have any 
problem remembering the pieces in 
my collection so I don’t repeat items 
when I’m searching out new things 
to add,”’ she said. 

Her woodenware collection 
includes pieces made of walnut, oak, 
teak, pine, and Hawaiian monkey 
pod with the grain of the wood 
making each piece different. 


‘‘That’s the beauty with 
woodenware. Even with something 
like a set of egg cups, there are 
differences in the grain or very 
slight differences in the way the 
wood has been worked so each piece 
is unique.”’ 

And her hobby is as unique as the 
items in the collection, according to 
Mrs. Braatz who has never met 
anyone with the same hobby. Books 
on collecting woodenware are also 
searce. 


Woodenware care is as simple as 
plastic or metal — just use and then 
wash with hot, soapy water, Mrs. 
Braatz said. Her collection is 
displayed on a pegboard wall of the 
kitchen right at hand for use while 
cooking. 

And the pieces that won't fit on 
the wall are gathered together in 





antique crock pots on her counter. 

Mrs. Braatz may have more time 
in the future to add to her collection 
since she has recently retired from

Cost remains one of the most.

Board staff is using a computer to 
help evaluate the financial effects of 
six different division-unification 
proposals which would affect 
Upland School District and eight 
other elementary school districts as

Upland Elementary School District 
would remain as it is presently;

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The final proposal, which must be 
submitted to the state and 
eventually to voters in the unifying 
districts, must meet five criteria 
including average daily attendance, 
size, wealth, community identity, 
division of property, and racial and 
ethnic balance. 

All six proposals would meet 
ethnic and racial balance 
requirements, according to Tony 
Turcotte, field representative for 
the California state Department of 
Education. 

With the question of racial 
balance apparently settled, money 
looms as the largest problem for the 


40-cent tax increase would be 
needed for the unifying schools with 
the remainder of the high school 
district also having to bear 
increased costs to replace joint 
facilities lost to the unified district. 

Some unification supporters say 
the need for a tax increase will be 
removed by action the state 
legislature will have to take to solve 
an already-mounting school finance 
crisis.

The citizens’ committee that 
worked toward the recall of former 
Ontario Supervisor Daniel Mikesell 
has " agreed to back a can- 
didate to fill Mikesell’s seat and to 
Temain in existence as a 
“watchdog” committee. 

The Mikesell Recall Committee 
came to those decisions at a 
meeting in Ontario despite dissen- 
Sion within the group and a move by 
Some committee members to: split 
from the recall committee and form 
another group. 

With about 45 persons present at 
the meeting, the recall group voted 
to back the candidacy of Alta Loma 
resident John Bratta for Mikesell’s 
Seat on the county board of super- 
visors. 

Mikesell resigned from his post 
Sept. 22 for reasons of ill health 
and indirectly because of the recall, 
an effort which had succeeded in ob- 
taining enough signatures to force a 
special recall election. Mikesell’s 
Seat now will be filled by an ap- 
Ppointee of the four remaining super- 
visors. 

Bratta, an instructor at Valley 
View High School in Ontario, is one 
of three members of the recall com- 
mittee seeking the appointment. 
The two others are Peter Faust of 
Ontario, who is working onan 
energy project at Cal Poly, and Joe 
Espinoza, executive director of the 
West End Council of Human Ser- 
vices and a resident of Ontario. 

Espinoza, who ran unsuccessfully 
for the Ontario City Council in the 
last municipal election, 
withdrew his name from the com- 





mittee’s endorsement con- 
siderations and accused the recall 
committee’s leadership of having 
railroaded a meeting of the week 
before. 

Espinoza said the action of Chair- 
man James Keeshen in ignoring a 
motion the previous week to disband 
the committee and form a ‘‘more 
positive group’’ resulted in 
members of the committee not 
attending Thursday’s meeting. 

Espinoza indicated the recall 
committee now appeared stacked in 
favor of Bratta’s candidacy. He said 
after the meeting he would form a 
Coalition for Better Government 

and also would submit his 
name for the supervisor’s post. 

Faust, the other prospective can- 
didate, withdrew his name from the 
committee’s endorsement con- 
siderations with the statement that 
“‘to influence the supervisors we’re 
going to have to be as much behind 
one candidate as possible.” 

Some committee members ad- 
mitted privately they did not think a 
candidate backed by the recall com- 
mittee would stand much chance of 
being appointed by the supervisors, 
who resented the attempt to recall 
one of their colleagues. 

But Bratta told the group that the 
recall committee is recognized as a 
“power” by the board of super- 
visors. It was also suggested during 
the meeting that if the recall com- 
mittee did not like the. supervisors’ 
appointment, an effort could be 
Started to recall that appointee. 

There was some discussion at the 
recall committee meeting about 
whether the group should endorse

any candidate. 

One man stated that the recall 
committee represented itself as be- 
ing interested only in recalling 


,» Mikesell, and not in backing a 


replacement for Mikesell. 

“That’s not what we started out to 
do,” he said. ‘“‘That’s not how we 
represented ourselves.” _ 

But another committee member, 
Dr. Irene Rice of Ontario, respond- 
ed, ‘‘What good is it to get rid of 
Mikesell if we don’t get in someone 
better?’’ 

Bratta, the recall committee’s 
candidate, told the group, ‘I haven’t 
been working with the recall group 
with the intention of having them 
support me for supervisor ... I’m not 
saying I was the only capable can- 
didate.”’ 

Bratta said his main motivation in 
seeking the post on the.county board 
was to insure better representation 
for Alta Loma and Cucamonga, 
which he said have been ‘“‘getting a 
raw deal’’ from the county. 

“But that doesn’t mean I can’t 
relate to the other areas in the dis- 
trict,’ he added. 

“T see. a need for someone who 
represents the average person in 
county government,’’ Bratta 
remarked. 

In addition to endorsing Bratta for 
supervisor, the recall committee 
agreed to continue meeting as a 
“‘watchdog”’ committee to oversee 
local government, with meetings 
scheduled when the need arises.

Is migraine a headache 
or is headache but a 
symptom of migraine? 

That would make a 
good dis- 
cussion in 
medical cir- 
eles. But it’s 
a rather 
meaningless 
discussion 
to the mi- 
grainé suf- 
ferer. Their 
problem in- 
volves excruciating head 
pain which I'm sure any- 
one would consider the 
eruelest form of head- 
ache. 

However, migraine is a 
condition in itself. Head- 
ache is what we call the 
‘presenting symptom’. 
the one that continues the 
attack. It is often preced- 
ed by a short period of de- 
pression, irritability, rest- 
lessness and blurred 
vision. These symptoms 
may disappear shortly be- 
fore the headache appears 
or they may persist or 
merge with it. 

The pain is usually 
generalized but some- 
times it is confined to one 
side of the head. Symp- 
toms in an individual case 
are apt to follow 9 pattern 
although a migraine suf- 
ferer often has pains on 
the right side in some at- 
tucks and the left side in 
others. 

During an attack there 
is usually nausea, zig-zag 
flashes, possible vomiting 
and pain that radiates 
from the base of the skull, 
shooting across the head. 
The migraine is devastat- 
ing. The extremities are 
cold and the person is ex- 
tremely irritable and de- 
sires seclusion. The attack 
may last for hours or 
days. The frequency 
varies from daily to once 
in months. Of course,

Owning a pet is one of the 
most enjoyable and 
rewarding experiences you 
can have. 

It’s also a 
responsibility. 

Many veterinarians and 
humane movement officials 
Say there has been a decline 
in the sense of responsi- 
bility of some pet owners in 
Tecent years, which has 
contributed to the present 
pet animal population 
explosion. 

Across the country, 
thousands of dogs and cats 
Suffer needlessly each year 
because of the problems 
associated with pet 
overpopulation. Some 
strays roam city streets in 
constant danger of being 
injured or underfed. And 
they're a public nuisance, 
besides 

Responsibility for care of 
this ever-increasing 
number of stray animals 
rests, to a large extent, with 
the community’s humane 
society. 

To give these animals the 
best possible care, 
community humane 
organizations and their 
cooperating veterinarians 
work closely together. This 
cooperation results in a 
system for dealing with the 
total animal population that 
is practical and ethical as 
well as humane and 
medically sound. 

Since most of the pets ina 
humane shelter have an 
unknown or incomplete 
health history, the humane 
Shelter veterinarian sees 
that incoming animals are 
carefully examined for

parasites, bodily defects, or 
Signs of infectious disease. 
The pets are vaccinated to 
assure future protection 
against the major dog or cat

diseases. All adoptable dogs 
under one year of age are 
vaccinated for canine 


distempér, and all 
adoptable cats are 
vaccinated for feline 
distemper. 

In well - managed 


shelters, pets are fed a 
balanced diet, kept clean 
and comfortable, and 
isolated until examined. 
The progressive shelter 
tries to avoid an ‘“‘assembly 
line’’ approach to handling 
the pets. This helps both the 
medical and non-medical 
staff to recognize individual 
diseases, and minimizes the 
opportunity for an infected 
animal to leave the shelter 
undetected. 

Pets suitable for adoption 
are quickly identified and 
isolated from animals not 
ready for adoption. No sick 
dog or cat finds its way to 
the adoption ward. A 
healthy pet that develops 
signs of disease is promptly 
removed from the adoption 
ward to assure that the pet 
you bring home from the 
shelter wili be a healthy 
one. Diseased and suffering 
dogs unable to enjoy life, 
are peacefully and 
painlessly put to sleep. 

Since the American 
Humane Association 
maitains that surgical 
sterilization is the best 
solution t-te pet overpop- 
ulation problem, many pets 
‘“‘adopted out’ from a 
humane shelter are spayed 
or neutered as a 
requirement for adoption. 
For very young animals, 
there may be a waiting 
period of several weeks 
before the operation can be 
performed. 

The community humane 
shelter and the veterinarian 
share a common purpose in 
preserving the life, health, 
and general well-being of 
animals of all kinds. Each 
has his or her special task in

To help them get that 
overview, he not only wrote 
lesson materials, but he 
created pictures to go with 
them. Each picture was 
made up of a number of 
elements which were given 
special meaning. Once the 
person understood the 
lesson and the picture, he or 
she could remember it 
merely by calling the 
picture to mind and 
recalling what each part 
meant. 

Thus one picture shows 
two friendly men in a 
beautiful world, with a 
large hand and a musical 
note superimposed. This 
represented the world God 
created, with human beings 
in harmony with God, 
themselves, others and 
nature. 

The next lesson shows the 
same two men, the hand 
and the note, but this time 
the note is broken, the men 
are unfriendly, and the 
world is bleak and barren. 
The lessons deals with 
human beings’ condition 
now, in disharmony with 
God, themselves, others 
and nature.
